Israel had

WASHINGTON. - Israeli officials 
yesterday said they had the U.S. 
Defence Department’s approval ‘in 
writing" for the transfer of a new 
technology in electroplating 120 -min 
tank cannon barrels to Israel.

As Syria defended its right to 
deploy high-altitude Soviet-made 
missile batteries along its border 
with Lebanon and accused Israel of 
planning “a new military adven- 
ture,” the U.S. yesterday publicly 
urged both countries to exercise res- 
traint. 

The Reagan Administration 
yesterday expressed concern over 
the reported increased tension. 
“The United States opposes any 
escalation of tensions in the region, 
or resort to military force,” a State 
Department spokesman said. “Such 
actions would not be in the interest 
of Israel, Lebanon, Syria or the 
United States. Accordingly, we have 
called upon Israel and Syria to exer- 
cise restraint. Actions of this kind 
would harm the prospects for 
advancing the cause for peace and 
would also undermine stability in the 
region." 


Americans over the tensions with 
Syria have taken place in Israel dur- 
ing discussions between senior 
Israeli officials and American diplo- 
mats. The matter was thoroughly 
reviewed during Assistant Secretary 
of State for Near Eastern and South 
Asian Affairs Richard Murphy’s re 
cent talks in Jerusalem. Murphy la- 
ter discussed the issue with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad.

American officials expressed 
hope that the Israeli -Syrian tension 
would not further upset prospects 
for reviving Arab-Israeli peace 
negotiations. In any case the Amer- 
icans are now rather pessimistic ab- 
out those prospects. 


They threatened to release the 
documentation publicly unless the 
U.S. government quickly cleared 
Israel of any wrongdoing in the most 
recent highly- publicized accusations 
that an American company bad ille- 
gally exported the technology to 
Israel. 


Three plants associated with the 
American company were raided last 
Thursday by U.S. Customs agents. 
No one was arrested, although the 
firm's documents were seized. An 
affidavit filed by the Customs Ser- 
vice said the companies had not 
obtained the necessary licences to 
transfer the equipment to Israel.

He confirmed that the U.S. bad 
been involved in discussions over the 
tension with both Israel and Syria. 
But be denied that the U.S. has 
passed along any Israeli threat to the 
Damascus regime. 

“I would note that there was one 
report saying that we bad conveyed 
some sort of a threat or warning from 
one side to the. other,"' the spokes- 
man said. “It would be inaccurate to 
characterize any of our role in any 
way as concerning threats. That's 
not been involved in any . of the 
messages which we have conveyed in 
onr ongoing effort to avert escala- 
tion in the cycle of violence in the 
area." 


In .Damascus government- 
controlled media yesterday declared 
that President Hafez Assad’s regime 
will continue siting Sam-2 surface- 
to-air missiles despite Israel's warn- 
ings os Sunday that 'the mobile bat- 
teries threaten its surveillance 
flights. 

The Syrians also disclosed that 
they have taken delivery of an un- 
specified number of new Soviet-built 
warships believed to be missile- 
armed attack craft, to build up their 
sea power to match Israel's . 


In Jerusalem. Defence Minister 
Rabin sought, to play down Israel’s 
warnings. “1 do cot see any political 
reason which could justify a military 
initiative by Israel," be said, [see

Way cleared for 
Demjanjukto 
stand trial here 


He refused to say whether the 
U.S. supports Israel’s declared right 
to conduct the reconnaissance flights 
over Lebanon. Privately, the Amer- 
icans have expressed understanding 
for the Israeli flights, although they 
have refused to endorse them in 
public. Israeli military leaders had 
emphasized that the redeployed mis- 
siles could endanger the routine re- 
connaissance flights over Lebanon, 
considered vital to the country's 
security interests. 


Although the situation along the 
front with Syria was “fairly tense,'* it 
would not deteriorate to war, pre- 
dicted Police Minister Haim Bar- 
Lev. The Syrians realize that they 
cannot afford the price of war, Bar- 
Lev said during a tohr of the south 
yesterday. 

The Syrians acknowledged 
“changes in the deployment” of 
their missiles on the border. But they 
did not mention the Israeli conten- 
tion that missiles were briefly moved 
into Lebanon in the autumn.

As hospitals have moved towards 
collapse and public medicine has 
almost crumbled under financial 
stress, private doctors have been 
prospering - possibly in violation of 
the law. 

Figures released the week by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics showed 
that the fees charged by private doc- 
tors have gone up by almost 22 per 
cent in dollar terms in the last four 
months, 8 per cent more than the 
average rise in prices In the economy. 

The bureau figures suggest that 
some private doctors have been 
ignoring the price freeze Imposed 
since July, which would be illegal. 

The figures also show that private 
doctors are apparently Unking tbeir 
foes to the authorized increase in 
payments to health funds, although 
no official approval for such linkage 
was ever granted. 

Most of the increase in the fees 
charged by private doctors took place 
in the last two months. In October 
there was an average rise of 10 per 
cent in private medical care. In 
November there was a further hike of 
6.4 per cent 

The cost of dental care rose by 9.4 
per cent in the last four months, 
which is below the average price rise 
for the economy. Dentists have been 
practising for some five years under 
an agreed price list defining fees for , 
each type of treatment. No soch price 
Dst exists for private medicine. ! 

Sources at the Industry Ministry 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that the ministry monitors prices in 
all sectors of the economy, including 
private health care. They added that 
given the bureau figures, the minis- 
try will give special attention in the 
coming weeks to private doctors. 

The chairman of the Israel Medical 
Association, Dr. Ram Ishai, yester- 
day told The Post that the Health 
Ministry is apparently aware of the 
situation. Idiai said he had been 
approached by Ministry Director- 
General Dr. Dan Michael i, who 
warned him that some private doc- 
tors were raising fees despite the 
price freeze. 

Ishai added that the IMA will 
include a warning to private doctors 
in its forthcoming newsletter. He 
added, however, that there is little 
the IMA can do beyood that.

Israeli officials about what, if 
anything, was agreed between 
Israel and Egypt in the talks last 
week in Herzliya. 

Peres tried to persuade Shamir to 
accept a general formula for arbitra- 
tion, which will include an implied 
element of limited conciliation, as 
the means for solving the dispute 
with Egypt over the 700-metre strip 
of Sinai coastline held by Israel and 
claimed by Egypt. Both ministers 
declined to comment on their meet- 
ing to the press. 

Egypt is demanding that the dis- 
pute be submitted to international 
arbitration immediately. Shamir, 
backed by- the Likud, wants the 
matter first tackled through concilia- 
tion. 

Leaders of the Labour Party, 
while not hopeful that Shamir can be 
persuaded, are focusing their in- 
terest on Finance Minister Moda'i 
and Deputy Prime Minis ter David 
Levy, two Likud members of the 
inner cabinet who might be per- 
suaded to vote with Labour on Taba 
when the matter is brought to the 
inner cabinet for decision, perhaps 
on Wednesday next week. 

One prominent political figure last 
night predicted that one or two of the 
Likud ministers, when it comes to 
the crunch, will side with Labour. 

Egypt has made the submission of 
the problem to arbitration the condi- 
tion for a general improvement of 
relations with Israel, including the 
return of the Egyptian ambassador 
to Tel Aviv and other aspects of 
normalization. 

Foreign Ministry sources last night 
reiterated that “nothing was derided 
or agreed" upon between the Israeli 
and Egyptian negotiators at the 
Herzliya talks. There was no change 
in the Egyptian position (sticking 
fast to arbitration) and no change in 
the Israeli position (sticking fast to 
conciliation), said the sources. 

Foreign Ministry Director- 
General David Kimcbe, a co-head of 
the Israeli delegation in Herzliya, 
and other ministry officials, yester- 
day met with Shamir and discussed 
the results of the Herzliya meet.

Peres. 

According to Labour Party lead- 
ers. it was agreed between the Egyp- 
tian and Israeli delegations that the 
arbitrators would be asked to deter- 
mine “where should be the exact 
location of the markers of the recog- 
nized international boundary in the 
disputed areas, in accordance with 
the peace treaty.” 

However. Foreign Ministry 
sources said that this formulation 
was not agreed upon, and that Israel 
has “reservations about this as it 
would make the markers the central 
theme of the arbitration," which 


Israel has long opposed. 

Israel's claim to Taba rests on 
maps and descriptions that antedate 
the placing of the border markers. 
Egypt claims that the original siting 
of the markers was the real border 
and should be the main determinant 
of the demarcation of sovereignty in 
the area.

‘•markers" formulation significantly 
broadens the “question" posed in 
the comprornis. the document that 
sets out the terms of reference of the 
arbitrators.

Five Jewish survivors from Treb- 
linka and a guard testified about 
crimes committed by Demjanjuk as 
a gas-chamber operator employed 
bv the German SS in 1942 and 1943.

Ia rbe other cases, land-owners 
were slain so that the killer could 
acquire the property rights and sell 
the land. Police are investigating 
these cases in cooperation with 
security forces. , , _ 

Police do not think the killings 
were pan of a conspiracy.

Vice Premier Shamir is likely to 
head a ministerial committee that 
will examine the establishment of 
the Mormon university in Jeru- 
salem, sources in A gudat Yisrael 
said yesterday. 

The university is one of . three 
issues that have prompted the reli- 
gious bloc to consider proposing a 
no-confidence motion in the govern- 
ment. The other two issues are the 
so-called “Who-is-a-Jew” amend- 
ment to the Law of Return and the 
holding of Saturday soccer matches 
in the Ramat Gan stadium. 

- Highly placed Labour sources told 
The Jerusalem Post this week that 
the proposed ministerial committee 
is intended not to reconsider the 
construction of the university centre, 
but rather “to ensure that there is no 
missionary activity”. 

The religious campaign appeared 
to subride after the majority of mem- 
bers in the coalition executive 
agreed that presentation of the 
amendment to the Law of Return 
without prior consultation with 
Prime Minister Peres and Shamir 
would be a contravention of the 
coalition agreement. 

In any event, the no-confidence 
motion cannot be tabled tomorrow, 
as originally planned, because the 
religious bloc failed to give the re- 
quisite 48-hour notice to Knesset 
Speaker Shioino Hfllel.

The National Religious Party 
yesterday decided to have nothing to 
do with the no-confidence motions 
planned by the “religious lobby.” 
But Shas proclaimed that it is going 
ahead with the move, provided it 
obtains the approval of its Council of 
Tora Sages. 

Sbas Minister of the Interior Rab- 
bi Yitzhak Peretz revealed that be 
bad seat a strong personal recom- 
mendation to the Tora Sages in 
fayour of the no-confidence motion 
which, if tabled, would take Shas out 
of the coaHtion. The council is to 
take up the matter today and decide 
officially on Shas’s position. 

peretz maintains that the religious 
parties ought to press with the no- 
confidence motion despite a mes^ 
sage, dispatched to him by Rabbi 
Efiezer Sfaach, urging that no move 
be made which could bringdown the 
national unity government. 


Peretz, however, told The Post 
yesterday that the departure from 
the coalition of the religious parties 
need not mean the end of the nation- 
al unity coalition, so in this respect 
Shach's injunction need not prevent 
the no-confidence motion. 

Peretz went on to say that be is “as 
aware as anyone bow important this 
government is. I tried my utmost 
only recently to keep it from break- 
ing up. I want it to continue for its 
full term. However, if vital religious 
interests are to be infringed upon, I 
do not want to be a partner to these 
transgressions.” 

Political observers pointed out 
that of all the religious parties Shas 
alone is in a healthy enough position 
not to fear early elections. Moreov- 
er, Peretz may simply be trying to 
score points with the religious 
electorate by appearing to be the 
most determined to protect religious 
interests. He may be doing so in the 
knowledge that without the coopera- 
tion of the other religious parties, 
there is no danger of the Council of 
Sages sending Sbas alone to file a no- 
confidence motion. On the other 
hand', there may be an attempt by 
Shas to force the other religious 
parties to be no less extreme than it 
is. 

With the NRP, however, this bid; 
had patently failed yesterday. The 
expanded Knesset faction bad de- 
rided that the NRP will not support a 
no-confidence motion tabled by 
another religious party, nor will it 
present one of its own. 

MK Avner Shalri was alone in his 
support of a no-confidence move. 
All other speakers took the Knesset 
religious lobby to task for being led 
by the extremists.

There is no political reason for 
Israel to go to war with the r^ab 
confrontation states.

Bush slams 
anti-Jewish 
‘innuendoes’

NEW YORK. - “Innuendoes and 
whispered statements” about di- 
vided loyalties among American 
Jews in the wake of the Jonathan 
Pollard affair “are only a small step 
from overt anti-Semitism.” Vice 
President George Bush said here 
Sunday night. 

Speaking to a convocation of 
Yeshiva University after receiving 
an honorary degree Bush com- 
mented. “I am deeply disturbed that 
people in public life speak of Amer- 
ican Jews as though they are some 
sort of monolithic force with an 
improper influence on U.S. policy 
...or. worse yet. when someone 
takes the allegedly traitorous con- 
duct of a single individual, such as 
Jonathan Pollard, and tries to make 
generalizations about divided loyal- 
ties.** 

According to Bush. “That kind of 
stereotyping and those kind of in- 
nuendoes and whispered statements 
are a small step from overt anti- 
Semitism.. .from the polemics of 
hate spread by Louis Farrakhan or 
the Ku Klux KJan." 
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‘Channelled $130,000 from W. Bank land dealers to Likud’ 

Avi Tzur charged on seven counts of bribery

West Bank land-dealers and entrepreneurs 
allegedly channelled over $130,000 to 1984 
Likud re-election campaign chests by way of 
Avi Tzur, who told them it was in their best 
interests to contibute to the Likud. This was 
stated in the formal charges presented against 
Tzur yesterday in Tel Aviv District Court in 
the continuing investigation into the West 
Bank land-fraud case. 

Tzur, former aide to then deputy agriculture 
minister Michael Dekel. who was responsible 
for West Bank settlement, was charged with 
seven counts of bribery, two counts of attemp- 
ting to- suborn witnesses and one count of 
breach of trust. 

Prosecution attorneys Rahel Sheiber and 
Dorit Shapira charged that Tzur pocketed at 
least $10,000 of the $130,000 collected by him 
for the Likud campaign fund “Anu Mam- 
shechim.” In addition, he allegedly accepted a 
hand-made wooden closet worth $1,000 from 


West Bank land-dealer Ahmed Ouda, along 
with the use of Ouda’s Volvo for two months. 

All the above-mentioned "gifts” were 
allegedly accepted by Tzur during his tenure in 
the Agriculture Ministry from August 8, 1981 
to October 30, 1984. 

Tzur is also accused of issuing two letters 
dated April 27, 1983 and written on Agricul- 
ture Ministry stationery, granting "govern- 
ment approval” for the building and develop- 
ment of the West Bank settlements of Kramim 
and Kla'im. despite the fact that these settle- 
ments were never approved by the ministerial 
committee in charge of settlement. 

Because of the “governmental approvals** 
granted by Tzur to private contractor Avra- 
ham Gindi and other building contractors, 
hundreds of prospective home owners were led 
to believe the property they purchased would 
be developed as part of the settlements. 

Furthermore, Tzur is accused of initiating a 
□umber of meetings between April and July 
1984 at his office in the ministry with West 
Bank land-dealers for the purpose of collecting 


Likud campaign contributions. In exchange 
for campaign contributions, Tsur allegedly 
pledged to promote the land-dealers’ interests 
in West Bank settlement. 

According to the charge sheet, from May tp 
July 1984 Tzur met several times with land- 
dealer Shmuel Einav to solicit campaign funds. 
According to the charge sheet, Einav contri- 
buted some $11,000 to Tzur’s Likud campaign 
chest. 

Other contributors listed in die charge sheet 
were Ouda, who allegedly gave some $65 ,000; 
Yitzhak Yannai, who allegedly contributed 
$10,000; and Eh* Yisraeli. who allegedly paid 
some $48,000 to the Likud re-election cam- 
paign. 

Along with pocketing campaign funds, Tzur 
was accused of suborning two witnesses. 
According to the charge sheet, Tzur asked 
Ouda, who was questioned about his involve- 
ment in the alleged fraud in October of this 
year, to tell police only about money he . 
contributed by cheque and not the larger sums 
contributed in cash, or personal favours. 


Further, Tzur is alleged to have influenced 
Gaud Malka, also a former aide to Dekel, to 
testify that $50,000 was directed by Tzur to the 
Likud campaign fond instead of the actual 
$130,000. ‘ .. 

Also charged yesterday m Tel Aviv District 
Court were Shmuel Einav and Eli Yisraeli. 
accused of fraudulent land dealing. Einav was 
convicted in December, 1983 for illegal posses- 
sion of dollars and weapons, and had been 
active for several years in the purchase of laid 
in Samaria. Yisraeli is . an entrepreneur in- 
volved in the" development of Elkana D. Both 
Einav and Yisraeli were released yesterday by 
Judge Reuven-Ze'ev on IS 10, (XX), 000 bond. , 

Prosecution attorneys in the Tzur case re- 
quested that Judge Arieh Segelson hold Tzur 
in custody until 'the trial's completion. "A 
decision on the matter is to be made on j 
Sunday. i 

Last night, "Ze-ev Weiner, Tzur's lawyer, 
said be hopes his client will be released on 
bond, yet admitted “we have a serious list of 
charges against us.”

Labour tells Shamir: 
Apologise to Peres

The Alignment Knesset caucus is 
to meet this afternoon to decide on 
its course of action in the latest row 
with the Likud. 

Yesterday the caucus executive 
demanded that Vice Premier Shamir 
"publicly retract” his statement im- 
plying that Prime Minister Peres had 
joined forces with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Mubarak and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat in desiring the estab- 
lishment of a Palestinian state. 

Shamir's remarks were made at a 
meeting of the Herat Central Com- 
mittee on Sunday night. In a strong 
reaction yesterday, the Labour ex- 
ecutive described Shamir's state- 
ments as “crude, distorted and de- 
signed to mislead the public.” 

Participants said after the meeting 
that Shamir's attack on the prime 
minister had put the future of the 
coalition in doubt. 

Haim Ramon said, “ft is incon- 
ceivable that this man (Shamir) 
could become prime minister.*' He 
and other Labour MKs accused 
Herat of already having begun the 
next election campaign. 

But sources close to Peres said 
that the prime minister did not con- 
sider Shamir's attack to be a repeti- 
tion of Industry Minister Sharon's 
blasts at Peres. “There are more 
important things on the agenda," 
they said. 

Sources close to Shamir dismissed 
as “impudence" the Labour demand 


that he apologize publicly and 
immediately for his attack against 
Peres. 

The sources indicated that Shamir 
has no intention of making any apol- 
ogy or retraction. They predicted 
that the acrimony would be soothed 
by Shamir and Peres themselves. 
They believed that Peres would not 
make any move to embarrass Shamir 
or put him on the spot. “He will be 
very careful with Shamir, whom he 
may need in future. 

“Whether he intends 10 go ahead 
with the rotation agreement or not, 
Peres must treat the Likud leader 
with respect. He cannot seek to 
humiliate him the way be did Shar- 
on. Besides, the incidents are totally 
different. Shamir was in no way 
personally insulting to Peres and is 
within his right to have different 
opinion,” the sources said. 

Herat sources were more out- 
spoken. They said that “it is high 
time the Labour faction realized that 
freedom of speech in this country is 
not intended for Alignment politi- 
cians only. They can say the most 
extreme things against the Likud, 
but no one in the Likud may so much 
as open his mouth.” 

The sources went on to say that 
“the Labour faction show little 
readiness to carry out the rotation 
agreement. The honest thing would 
be to say that they plan to welch on 
it. But they shouldn’t use it daily as a 
whip with which to threaten the 
Likud, and they should not seek 
pretexts if they plan not to honour,, 
their commitment.”

Religious bloc salvages pork bill

The religious bloc yesterday pre- 
vented the transfer of the “pork bill” 
to the Economic Committee, a move 
which would have probably buried 
the legislation for a considerable 
period. 

The Knesset House Committee 
decided, at the urging of Shas, to 
reconsider its decision to transfer the 
bill to the Finance Committee, and is 
to meet again next week to decide on 


the bill's final destination. 

Sources said that the bill is likely 
to end up in a committee, such as the 
Law Committee, where its sponsors 
have a majority. 

The bill was originally referred to 
the Law Committee after its pre- 
liminary reading in the plenum. 
However, the House Committee la- 
ter derided to send it to the Econo- 
mic Committee to iron out certain 
disagreements.

Health Minister Mordecbai Gur 
yesterday declared that be will “not 
permit” the level of medicine in 
Israel to decline. 

Gur was reacting with barely 
veiled anger to a statement by Fi- 
nance Minister Moda’i on Sunday 
.night to hospital directors that health 
care would worsen in the next two or 
thi-ee years. M6da*i shocked the hos- 
pital directors by claiming that the 
current crisis in health services had 
been “artificially created.” 

Moda’i had told doctors at the 
Sheba Medical Centre in Tel 
Hashomer that “when one month 
geriatric patients are thrown out of 
hospitals, the next month a shortage 
of dialysis treatment centres de- 
velops, and the next month solutions 
for infusion are wanting - 1 under- 
stand that it is not by chance. 

“True, the blanket is too short to 
cover the patient,” he said. But 
apparently “someone is orchestrat- 
ing the crisis.” 


Gur urged his “colleagues in the. 
cabinet and the Knesset who claim 
this is not a real crisis, to go to the 
hospitals and see the suffering for 
themselves.” 

Commenting on Moda'i's state- 
ment that health care would dedine, 
Gur said: “There is plenty of money 
in this country for insuring the health 
of our children, our parents and 
ourselves. We'll have to cut back on . 
the frills, but not the level of doctors ‘ 
and treatment.” 

Gur demanded that the Knesset 
and the government back a national 
health and nursing bill that would 
establish health-care priorities and 
funding. He suggested increasing 


Meanwhile, the Health Ministry 
has informed the Rotbsdnkl Hospital 
in Haifa that it will not supply it with 
any more funds from January, The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday. 

A letter to this effect, signed by 
the ministry’s chief accountant, was 
received in the past few days and has 
caused concern that the ministry 
intends to dose Rothschild.. .. .

Israeli officials have been out- 
raged by the allegations of military- 
industrial espionage because they 
insist they have the documentation 
tp prove that they bad not done 
anything wrong.

Police still seeking alleged 
N. American Bank embezzler 


FORT CAMPBELL, Kentucky. - 
President Reagan paid an emotional 
tribute yesterday to the 248 U.S. 
servicemen killed in an air crash in 
Newfoundland Last week. 

As officials in Gander, Newfound- 
land prepared to return the bodies to 
Dover air force base in Delaware, 
Reagan and his wife Nancy flew to 
the headquarters of the 101st Air- 
borne Division to join colleagues of 
the dead in a memorial service. 

“In life they were our heroes. In 
death our darlings. They were happy 
and singing and they were right 
They were going home,” Reagan 
told mourners here. 

The troops were returning from 
six months of peacekeeping duty in 
the Sinai on a chartered Arrow Air 
DOS that crashed on take off after a 
refuelling stop at Gander. 

Reagan praised those in .the armed 
, forces as idealists and peacemakers 
and said the entire nation joined in 
mourning. 

Throughout the president’s re- 
marks, the voice of a child crying 


echoed in the hangar. Scattered 
among the mourners, fatherless chil- 
dren sat with their weeping mothers. 

Afterward, the Reagans walked 
through the crowd shaking hands 
and hogging grieving relatives. 

In Sharm El-Sheikh yesterday 
troops and officers of the peace 
keeping force paid tribute to com- 
rades killed in the plane crash. 

Many of the 700 to 800 Dutch, 
Italian and American men and 
women were visibly moved during 
the 40-minute memorial service. 

Meanwhile in Gander, investiga- 
tors said the plane reached adequate 
speed for takeoff, then suddenly 
veered right and lost speed until it 
crashed. 

The investigator in charge for the 
Canadian -Aviation Safety Board 
told a news conference that analyses 
of the plane's flight-data recorder 
show the aircraft reached a peak 
speed of 265 knots during the one 
minute and 40 seconds that elapsed 
from the time it began rolling down 
the runway until the crash. 


He said the recorder “gives us 
more detail on what happened dur- 
ing takeoff,” but does hot explain 
why. 

“It will help us in determining the 
cause, but certainly at this stage it. 
doesn't tell us the cause.” he said. 

The investigator said he bad not

Police are still trying to locate

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Most sanctions have been lifted in aftermath of Geneva summit 


U.S. banks reooen nurses to So 
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WASHINGTON (AP). - In the 
aftermath of last month's superpow- 
er summit at Geneva, nearly all die 
sanctions imposed by the U.S. 
against the Soviet Union because of 
its invasion of Afghanistan and other 
moves have been lifted. 

Their elimination reflects both the 
passage of time and an improving 
political climate, U.S. officials say, 
even though the Soviet presence in 
Afghanistan has increased rather 
than diminished since the sanctions 
were first imposed. 

In addition, American banks have 
resumed lending to the Soviet gov- 
ernment. helping it to buy American 
grain for the first time in five years. 
The recent loan of $400 million was 
given at an especially favourable rate 
of interest, just less than 8.5 per 
cent. The cutoff in bank lending 
following the 1979 Afghan invasion 
was a purely commercial decision by 
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American banks, a State Depart- 
ment Soviet expert said. But he said 
banks are sensitive to the political 
climate in deciding on loans and 
undoubtedly took the wanning of 
ties into account 

In another, reflection of the im- 
proved climate, a major trade de- 
legation headed by Secretary of 
Commerce Malcolm B&Idrige was in 
Moscow last week to promote in- ' 
creased trade. 

One of President Reagan's first 
foreign policy decisions after taking 
office was to lift the embargo against 
grain sales to the' Soviet Union im- 
posed by President Carter after the 
Soviet move, into Afghanistan. • 
Reagan overruled then secretary of - 
state Alexander Haig who thought 
the tuning was bad because of a .. 
Soviet threat to Poland. ..... 

The only major sanction sfilLfully 
in place is continuing restrictions 


. against exports of high-technology 
equipment, such as advanced com- 
puters. Those restrictions were im- 
posed' jointly by the U.S. and its 
allies^ The U.S. has also not fully 
restored the Soviets' pre- 
A fghanistan quota for fishing in 
- American waters and probably nev- 
; er wifi. But this is because of consid- 
erations not relateifto the Afghan, 
invasion, the State Department offi- 
cial said. 

In addition to lifting the sanctions 
that foflowSd the- Afghanistan Inva- 
sion, the U.S.' has lifted sanctions 
imposed' a gains t Moscow following 


. the martiaHaw crackdown in Poland 
in 1982 and the shooting down of tbe 
South Korean airliner that strayed 
into Soviet territory in 1983. 

Sanctions lifted include the grain 
embargo, the fishing ban, the ban on 
direct air service .by Aeroflot Air- 
lines, restrictions oh social contacts 


and the halt in negotiations for anew 
'cultural exchange agreement and 
new consulates. 

A new cultural-exchange agree- 
ment was signed at the Geneva sum- 
mit, and was followed within days by 
. agreements, far an exchange of air- 
line service between Aeroflot and 
Pan American World Airways, and 
an opening of new consulates in New 
York City and Kiev. 

On none of the three issues for 
which sanctions were imposed have 
the Soviets met American demands. 
Soviet troops remain in Afghanistan 
m i greater numbers than before, 
Moscow continues to support the 
' Jaruszelski government m Poland, 
and Moscow did not meet American 
demands for art apology for shooting 
down the airliner or providing com- 
pensation forits victims.

The middle class contains more 
salary-earners than self-employed, 
and both categories are afflicted by 
tbe fiscal muddle. Tbe reformed sys- 
tem has to encourage creative work, 
savings and investment. 

The self-employed, down from 25 
per cent of the labour force in the 
1950s to 13 per cent, should be 
released from the flood of 
government-inspired . paper-work. 
They should be granted the tax re- 
mission for National Insurance pay- 
ments as granted the wage-earners 
and should not be charged special 
“employer" taxes. 

Liberals believe in allowing wage 
differentials between individuals 
according to merit, Berman says, 
adding that equality of opportunity 
is also essential- . 

• Health ; in^ur^nck .should, be, 
nationalized and monthly dues paid, 
to the National Insurance Institute.

Israel stage 

pays a final 
tribute to 
Rachel Marcus

TEL AVIV. - There was as much 
drama, dignity and grace in the way 
Rachel Marcus departed as in the 
way she lived. 

‘ Her coffin yesterday rested on the 
stage of the Cameri Theatre, where 
for 30 years tbe actress, who died 
.Friday at age 72, was a leading lady. 
In the theatre were her most ardent 
fans - hundreds of performers and 
playwrights, stagehands and critics, 
journalists and even a sprinkling of 
politicians. 

The flag-draped casket was sur- 
rounded by wreaths and flanked by 
two actors, who changed guard ev- 
ery five min utes for an hour before 
the eulogies began. 

“I met her the first day I was in tbe 
country," said a white-haired man to 
a white-haired woman, as flashbulbs 
snapped at tbe personalities stream- 
ing into the theatre. “That was 50 
years ago, this month." 

“She taught me so much, so 
much,” said a red-eyed actress in her 
20’s. 

Marcel, who waited tables at Kas- 
sit-tbe Dizengoff Cafe where in the 
1940s and 1950s Tel Aviv's writers 
and actors often ate their meals and 
drank into the night — recalled 
Rachel Marcus’s “simple dignity, 
and a love for tbe simple man." He 
didn’t want to talk about the 
tragedies in the woman’s life. 

And there were tragedies as pro- 
found as any she played on tbe stage. 

Her husband Natan Altennan, a 
leading poet for 30 years until, in 
1960, at the age of 60, be failed to 
wake up from an anaesthetic admi- 
nistered during a routine operation. 

Rachel bore Altennan a daughter 
whose poetic talent promised to 
match her father’s, until, weakened 
from injuries after an automobile 
ac cid en t , she fell from the window of 
her Tel Aviv fiat at the age of 36, 
leaving behind two duldren. 

Obl the morning of tbe day she 
died, Rachel Marcus Altennan told 
Ha’aretz that her life with Alterman 
had been like “living with a volca- 
no.” 

In his eulogy, veteran actor Yossi 
Yadin recalled the first time he saw 
“this young vital beauty on the 
stage.’’ He quoted Camus, saying 
that “no glory is more transient than 
an actor’s.” 

But Rachel Marcus’s glory yester- 
day surpassed her hours on the 
stage. As Education Minister Navon 
said in his eulogy, tbe actress was 
“yet another of die treetops • that 
have fallen, leaving tbe frees smal- 
ler, leaving us orphaned."

UK immigrants get 
citizenship assurance 

British citizens who have acquired 
another nationality need not be con- 
cerned about losing their British 
passports, British Consul Robert 
running has assured the British Set- 
tlers Association. 

Stating categorically that Britain 
does accept dual nationality under 
the 1981 British Nationality Law, 
which has been in effect since Janu- 
ary 1, 1983, Canning declared that 
“there is no question at present of 
our removing British citizenship 
from anyone.” 

He was allaying fears aroused by 
the recent publication in The Jeru- 
salem Post of a series on the status of 
Australian immigrants many of 
whom are confronted with the possi- 
bility of losing Australian 
citizenship. 

Canning advised all holders of 
British passports to familiarize 
themselves with the section of the 
Nationality Act defining the status of 
children bora abroad, where certain 
problems may arise. G.F.C. 

Father of French FM 
saved Jews in war 

During the visit of French Foreign 
Minister Roland Dumas here last 
week, a Jewish woman from Paris 
told local officials that the minister's 
father, Georges Dumas, a Resist- 
ance fighter executed by the Ger- 
mans, had saved her life. She sug- 
gested that he deserved recognition 
as a Righteous Gentile. 

Simone Nathan Ascher was 
among tbe delegation of the Asso- 
ciation of Sons and Daughters of 
Jews Deported from France which 
accompanied the minister to a cere- 
mony at the memorial at Roglit, 
where the names of all the 80.000 
deportees are listed. 

It was on this occasion that she 
revealed to Yad Vashem officials 
that the elder Dumas had saved her 
life and that of two other Jews now 
living in France. She was told that 
she would have to make an official 
application for him to be recognized 
as a Righteous Gentile, and submit 
notarized evidence, which she prom- 
ised to do. 

Recognition as a Righteous Gen- 
tile requires that the candidate acted 
ont of purely humanitarian motives, 
while endangering his life. E.M. 

Higher fees approved 
for some kindergartens 

A fee-hike at public and private 
pre-compulsory kindergartens, for 
three- and four-year-olds has been 
approved by the price-control com- 
mittee, the Education Ministry 
announced yesterday. The increase 
was approved because tbe current 
fees do not cover expenses. 

As of January the maximum fees 
for public pre-compulsory kinder- 
gartens will be IS51,000 (NS51) a 
month. 

A new nine-level fees table for 
private pre-compulsory kindergar- 
tens takes effect this month. The 
maTinunm monthly fees are IS83,Q00 
(NS83) and the minimum fees are 
IS62.000 (NS62). 

Over-charging should be reported 
to the ministry’s school organization 
department at 34 Rebov Shivtei Yis- 
rael, Jerusalem, 91911. 


High Court to examine 
documents in expulsion 

The High Court of Justice has 
decided to examine the classified 
documents upon which expulsion 
orders against two West Bank men 
were based. The court is hearing a 
petition by the men against the 
orders. 

The West Bank military comman- 
der had issued expulsion orders 
against Ali Abu HilaJ, of Abud Dis. 
and Hassan Mahmoud Farajeh. of 
the Dehaishe refugee camp, charg- 
ing that they were senior comman- 
ders of tenor organizations. Attor- 
ney Lea Tsemel requested that the 
court order the military commander 
to reveal the intelligence informa- 
tion behind the derision to expel her 
clients. 

The state opposes the request and 
has submitted a certificate of classi- 
fication signed by the defence minis- 
ter stating that the documents should 
not be revealed. 

Tbe three-man bench hearing the 
petition submitted the documents to 
a fourth justice to decide whether 
there is cause for keeping them clas- 
sified. 

Most Down’s Syndrome 
infants ‘abandoned’ 

Eighty per cent of Israeli children 
born with Down's Syndrome are 
abandoned by their parents in hos- 
pital. according to a Second Glance 
programme to be screened tonight at 
9:40 p.m. 

Down's Syndrome is a congenital 
disorder characterized by extreme 
mental deficiency and raongoloid fe- 
atures. 

These children were once placed 
in institutions under the aegis of the 
Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs, but in recent years the 
ministry has relinquished respon- 
sible for Down’s Syndrome infants, 
the programme reports. 

The abandoned babies remain in 
hospital side-by-side with normal in- 
fants. But without a family environ- 
ment. they deteriorate rapidly. Tests 
show that Down's Syndrome victims 
raised at home develop remarkably 
well and lead nearly normal lives.

U.S. to build chemical arms 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The U.S. 
military has won approval to build 
new chemical weapons for the first 
lime since 1969, as part of a congres- 
sional deal which halted tests of a 
satellite-killer missile. 

The agreement cleared the way 
for Congress to approve the Defence 
Department's budget as part of a 
huge catch-all appropriations bill 
providing money for a variety of 
government agencies. 

House and Senate negotiators 
approved the defence package late 
Friday following hours of closed- 
door meetings, they told reporters 
after they emerged from the session. 

In deciding to halt the anti- 
satellite (Asat) programme, the 
negotiations turned down an appeal 
from President Reagan, who said 
more tests were needed in order to 
convince the Soviets to bargain for a 
ban on the weapons. 

The agreement allows the spend- 


ing of money for chemical weapons 
starting with fiscal year 1987, next 
October 1, and says U.S. allies in 
Nato have to agree that such 
weapons are needed. But an earlier 
house demand that Nato agree to 
store the weapons in Western 
Europe was not made part of the 
package. 

The U.S. unilaterally halted its 
chemical weapons programme in 
1969. But Reagan and the Pentagon 
argue that new U.S. weapons are 
heeded now to offset a growing 

Soviet gas arsenal. 

Chemical weapons are banned by 
two international treaties. But both 
those pacts lack effective enforce- 
ment and verification procedures. 
The Reagan administration is bar- 
gaining with the Soviets for a new 
treaty, but the talks have made little 
headway. 

Nerve gas had been the only 
weapon denied Reagan as part of his 


defence build-up. The Republican- 
controlled Senate had supported the 
prog ramme But the Democratic- 
controlled House had opposed it for 
three years and the House position 
prevailed until this year. 

Under the agreement, the U.S. 
Army would get about $140 million 
to build production facilities for che- 
mical weapons and chemical, shells 
for 155mm artillery guns. 

But another chemical program- 
me, the “Bigeye'* bomb, was drop- 
ped by the negotiators. That deci- 
sion came after release of a general 
accounting office report last week 
which said the aircraft-carried bomb 
- named after its guidance system - 
was still beset by technical problems. 

The new U.S. weapon would be a 
“binary” shell, so named because it 
would be composed of two chemicals 
kept separate until the gun is fired. 
They would then combine to form a 
lethal gas.

German scientists find key to mystery of Sirius 


LONDON. - Sirius, the brightest 
star in the night sky, is providing 
astronomers with a headache. It is 
simply the wrong colour. 

Ancient manuscripts - including 
those of Ptolemy, Cicero, Seneca, 
Horace and several Babylonian 
astronomers - describe the star as 
bright red. Today it is bluish-white. 

This discrepancy has worried 
astronomers for decades, for a star's 
colour is a crucial guide to its 
temperature and structure. Red 
stars are cool, bluish-white ones are 
very hot and both take aeons to 
change. 

But now two West German re- 
searchers believe they have found a 
solution to the Sirius mystery, 
though it may force astronomers to 
radically re-think their theories ab- 


out star formation. 

Dr. WoLfhard Schlosser and Dr. 
Werner Bergtnann, of Ruhr Uni- 
versity, Bochum, believe Sirius’s 
tiny, unseen companion star, Sirius 
B, holds the key. 

About 1,500 years ago. around the 
time of the couapse of the Roman 
Empire, Sirius B was probably one 
of the biggest stars in the galaxy. It 
was of a type called a “red giant” and 
it was so big it could have swallowed 
most of our solar system, say Schlos- 
ser and Bergmann. 

Its bright red light would have 
completely outshone the main Sirius 
star that we see today. It may even 
have been visible in daylight as 
ancient Babylonian recordssuggest. 

This indicates that Sirius may have 
played an important role in ancient 


religious life, a fact borne out by 
Bergmann and Schlosser’s discovery 
that Romans used to sacrifice red- 
haired dogs to die star. 

Then, aronnd 500 C.E., Sirius B 
began to collapse into its present tiny 
dim form, leaving blue-white Sirius 
to shine on its own, they state in a 
recent report. 

It is a neat theory. Unfortunately, 
astronomers have always believed 
thatit takes at least 100,000 years for 
Red Giants to collapse into small 
dim stars. 

“It is a lovely idea,” said astro- 
nomer Dr. David Hughes of Shef- 
field University. “Unfortunately, 
Sirius B behaves in a perfectly stable 
way today. If it collapsed relatively 
recently the perturbations would still 
be obvious.”

FROM THE crowded second-floor 
balcony of Old Havana’s Shevet 
Ahim congregation comes the 
haunting sound of elderly Sephardi 
Jews chanting the Sabbath morning 
services. 

In a tiny apartment less than five 
blocks from the Plaza de la Revolu- 
tion, Moises Asis. his wife, Theresa, 
and three-year-old daughter Dina 
welcome the Sabbath with wine from 
Israel. 

And at Havana's imposing Casa 
de la Comunidad Hebrea in the once- 
fashionable Vedado surburb, six 
Cuban men gather for a meeting of 
Maimonides Lodge No. 1516, the 
last active B'nai B’rith lodge in the 
Communist world. 

“There is no anti-Semitic tradition 
here and there never has been*' says 
Asis, who at 32 is the youngest of 
Havana’s Jewish community lead- 
ers. 

Asis, a lawyer, works in the Agri- 
culture Ministry, analysing scientific 
data for the Cuban government. He 
also teaches a post-graduate course 
on information science, while de- 
lving into para-psychology. 

But his most important work, says 
Asis, is the preservation of Cuba's 
dying Jewish community in the face 
of apathy, assimilation and dwind- 
ling numbers. 

“Our future is not very bright 
here, because we don't have many 
young people." he says. “Maybe 
thev have lost some of their tradi-

ticns. 


THE COMMUNITY he speaks of 
has existed ever since the - early 
1500s. not long after the Spanish 
Inquisition forced many Jews to fol- 
low Christopher Columbus to the 
New World. 

In the 500 years since then, from 
the discovery by Columbus to the 
revolution of Fidel Castro, the Jews 
of Cuba have managed to hold on to 
their heritage despite a sharp drop in 


numbers caused by emigration, in- 
termarriage and assimilation into 
Cuba's dominant atheist society. 

Today, according to Luis Szklarz, 
president of the B'nai B’rith- lodge, 
there are no more than 1,200 Jews 
left in Cuba. And only 200 of them, 
he said, attend synagogue regularly. 

Szklarz. whose parents had immi- 
grated from Kiev and Warsaw, said 
large numbers of Jews first began 
arriving in Cuba as soldiers during 
the Spanish-American War. 

“The main group of Jews came 
with che American troops in 1898. 
They founded the first cemetery and 
synagogue here," be said. Jews were 
attracted to Cuba because of its 
island charm, its economic opportu- 
nities and its lack of anti-Semitism. 

According to Asis, during the 
height of Cuba's struggle for inde- 
pendence, Cuban national hero Jose 
Marti received help from many 
American Jews, including labour 
leader Samuel Gompers. 

"In 1902, the Jewish community 
began to flourish when Cuba won its 
independence from Spain," he said. 
“Jose Marti had relations with Jew- 
ish communities in Tampa, Key 
West in Florida and Caracas. Vene- 
zuela." 

In addition to immigration to 
Cuba from the Americas, said Asis, 
Jews also came from Mexico, East- 
ern Europe and Turkey. Among 
those Turkish Jews were Asis’s own 
parents, who arrived in Havana in 
1916. 

"They couldn’t get visas to enter 
the U.S., so they came to Cuba." be 
explained. 

WHEN ASIS was bom in 1953, 
there were already 15,000 to 20,000 
Jews on the island. 


That year - a milestone in modem 
Cuban history - marked not only 
the 100th anniversary of the birth of 
Jose Marti, but also the beginning of 
the Cuban revolution. 

On January 1, 1959, Gen. Fulgen- 
cio Batista relinquished control of 
his presidential palace and seven 
days later, Fidel Castro - entering 
Havana in triumph - proclaimed the 
establishment of a new republic 
founded on the principles of social- 
ism. 

But that euphoria disappeared as 
the new government quickly became 
dominated by Communists who 
turned their attacks on Cuba's reli-

gjous institutions. 

“Right after the revolution, 
prosperous Jews left,’ - said Asis. 
“There were also problems with 
them being Jews. They (elt persecu- 
tion because they were religious and 
because they were rich. 

“In the first weeks after the re- 
volution, 85 per cent of the Jews left 
for the U.S., Venezuela and other 
countries." 

Some emigrated to Israel, he said, 
but most who did so stayed for only a 
short time before moving to the U.S. 

According to Asis. the mass 
emigration'of Jews from Cuba was 
the result of economic pressure, not 
anti-Semitism. 

"The Jews who chose to stay in 
Cuba helped the revolution." he 
said. Many were already active in the 
Communist leadership and were 
appointed to cabinet posts in the new 
government. 

But without a rabbi, the task of 
preserving Cuba's Jewish com- 
munity in the face of an officially 
atheistic revolution became ex- 
tremely difficult.

"The last rabbi in Cuba left in 
1958.” he said. “We haven’t found a 
spiritual leader, so the community is 
led by people like me who work for 
the government and, in their free 
time, go around and help the com- 
munity.” 

“For the first time,” said Asis, 
"we started relations with the 
Ecumenical Council of Cuba, and 
now one of my best friends is Adolfo 
Ham." 


AS LEADER of the council and 
spokesman for 13 Protestant 
groups. Ham’s situation is in many 
ways similar to that of Asis. Out of a 
population of 10 million Cubans. 


most of whom have no religious 
affiliation at all. there are only 

15.000 Baptists; 9,000 Seventh-Day 
Adventists, 4,000 Methodists and 

3.000 Presbyterians 

According to Ham. government- 
imposed restrictions on religious 
practices apply to Cubans of a 11 
faiths— Catholics, Protestants and 
Jews alike. 

The only religious minority 
which faces government persecution 
today, said Ham. are the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, because they openly 
oppose Communism and refuse to 
salute the Cuban flag. 

Most of the island’s Jews now live 
in Havana, a city of one million 
people, though according to Asis, 
there was also a synagogue in San- 
tiago de Cuba which was recently 
dosed because of dwindling attend- 
ance. 

Besides the main Patronato de la 
Casa de la Comunidad Hebrea de 
Cuba, which is Conservative, there 
are four other synagogues in Hava- 
na: Adat Yisroe! (Orthodox), the 
United Hebrew Congregation (Re- 
form), Centro Sephardio and Con- 
gregation Shevet Ahira (both 
Sephardi). 

From Shevet Ahim’s crowded 
second-floor balcony along Inquisi- 
dor Street in Old Havana, a faded 
sign displays Cuba's coat-of-arms 
and Israel's Magen David in an un- 
usual shield of solidarity. That sign 
disregards the fact that the two coun- 
tries have not had diplomatic rela- 
tions for more than 12 years. 

Despite Castro’s strong desire to 
remain independent within the 
Commuj^^oc^jMctdespite years 
of Israeli agricultural and technical 
assistance' to Cuba, he severed ties 


with Israel in September 1973, just 
one month before the Yom Kippur 
War. That move gave Castro im- 
mediate status in the Third World. 

Five years later, the Zionist office 
in Havana was shut down, and since 
then, the Cuban government has 
taken a clearly hostile stance toward 
Israel . Lately. Israel has increasingly 
become the focus of "anti- 
imperialist" attacks in the Cuban 
media, particularly in Granma. the 
official organ of the Cuban Com- 
munist Party. 


Dr. Jose Felipe Carneado, the 
director of the Communist Party's 
department of religious affairs, 
stated flatly that Castro’s opposition 
to the Israeli government does not 
lead to persecution of Cuba's re- 
maining Jews. 

"The non-existence of diplomatic 
relations between Israel and Cuba 
has not affected in any sense the 
treatment of the Jewish commun- 
ity,” said Carneado. 

Earlier this year. Carneado - fol- 
lowing a meeting with Asis, Miller 
and another Jewish leader, Avra- 
bam Berezniak - announced a sig- 
nificant relaxation of his govern- 
ment’s policy toward Jews. Among 
the reforms were permission for 
foreign jabbis to conduct religious 
services ofl major Jewish holidays; 
the opening of a kosher restanirant 
in Old Havana; government sub- 
sidies for maintaining synagogues 
and Jewish cemeteries, and the 
establishment of a Sunday religious 
school for Jewish children. 

Previously, rabbis who received 
visas for travel- to Cuba had been 
denied permission to officiate at reli- 
gious services. 


CARNEADO SAID that even 
though Cuba’s Jewish population 
has dropped sharply since 1959, 
most of those Jews who fled to 
Miami and other places did so to 
rebuild their wealth lost as a result 
of the revolution. 

"The Jewish colony had declined 
very much, and this has nothing to 
do with religious practice." be said. 
“It has to do with economic issues. A 
great part of this community was in 
businesses which were nationalized 
by our country. Some with smaller 
business have remained here. 
Others preferred to leave.” 

Carneado conceded that at the 
beginning of the revolution, the new 
government was “excessive” in its 
persecution of religious believers. 

Carneado noted that August 
marks the 60th anniversary of the 
first Communist party in Cuba, 
which counted many Jews among its 
most active members. 


ASIS NAMED several prominent 
Jews who are high officials of the 
Communist Party of Cuba, including 
the vice-minister of social security, 
the vice-minister of fisheries and 
the vice-president of the National 
Bank of Cuba. 

But in order to become a member 
of the party, one cannot believe in 
God. 

“I believe there are many Jews (in 
Cuba) who are members of the Com- 
munist Party - as in the U.S. - but 
those Jews aren’t part of the com- 
munity he said. 

Currently, one of the biggest chal- 
lenges facing Cuban Jewry is to find 
a spiritual leader, as well as a Heb- 
rew teacher, in order to replace the 
last teacher who left Cuba for 
Argentina in 1979. 

“Many of these young people who 
are not interested in Judaism will 
be tomorrow, if we make them 
proud of their heritage,” be said. 



A LOT OF readers write in asking 
about particular breeds of dog and I 
answer them privately as best I can. 
But this last reader's letter made me 
want to answer it in public. The 
writer wanted to know if the Canaan 
dog is a “real breed” or just a 
"bluff’. 

The Canaan dog, Israel’s own na- 
tive breed, is anything but a “bluff.” 
The dog, popularly called the 
“Canaaai” is a representative of a 
very old breed that has been living in 
the Middle East for thousands of 
years. Regarded as pariahs, they 
have subsisted on the fringes of hu- 
man habitation, as they continue to 
do today in the areas of Beduio 
encampments and villages. 

As a matter of fact, the dogs 
referred to in the Bible were most 
likely Canaanis, since carvings of a 
dog, identical in form and marking 
to the Canaani dating from the 
second millennium BCE, have been 
found in the Bene Hassan tombs in 
Egypt. Rock carvings from Wadi 
Celoqua in Central Sinai from the 1st 
to 3rd centuries CE portray what is 
obviously a Canaani chasing an ante- 
lope, and there is a clearly identifi- 
able bas-relief of a Canaani on a 2nd 
century CE sarcophagus dug up in 
Ashkelon. If our nomadic ancestors 
used dogs to guard their flocks, and 
it would be unusual if they didn't, 
then the dogs they used were most 
likely of this breed. 

In the early ‘30s Professors Rudolf 
and Rudolfina Menzel immigrated 
to Palestine from Vienna. Already a

world-known cynologist, Rudolfina 
started a programme of redomes- 
tication of these sturdy desert-bred 
dogs. She trained them for the Haga- 
na and the Gist dog ever mentioned 
in military histories as a detector of 
land mines was one of her pupils. 

Largely through her efforts, the 
dog was recognized by the Interna- 
tional Federation of Kennel Clubs in 
1966 and today the breed is to be 
found in many countries including 
the United States, where there is a 
large breed club, Germany, Canada, 
England, Denmark, Holland, 
Monaco and South Africa. Since 
Rudolfina Menzel's death in the 70s 
the centre for the breed has been in 
Sha'ar Hagai near Jerusalem, the 
kennel there having purchased her 
stock.

THE’ CANAANI has gained popu- 
larity in Israel and is widely used as a 
guard dog by the defence establish- 
ment. It’s extreme territoriality 
makes it an excellent guard dog, for 
uninhabited installations, since the 
Cannaani, unlike many other 
breeds, does not guard its master's 
territory, but its own. In (act. a 
barking Canaani is clearly saying. 


"this is mine - get out!” 

Canaanis are more popular as pets 
than in any other role and are ideal 
home and family dogs. They love 
children, are clean and easy to keep, 
and are usually healthy. 

The Israel Canaan Dog , a book by 
Myraa Shibboleth, has just been pub- 
lished by Alpine of Colorado, and is 
available through pet shops. 


HERE IT MIGHT be a good idea to 
discuss the subject of dog breeds in 
general. Breeds are of two types. 
One group consists of natural breeds 
like alsa Dans, (German shepherds). 
Canaanis putis and most spitz 
breeds. These are dogs whose stan- 
dardized appearance and behaviour 


have been produced by selection 
alone, without any mixture of other 
breeds. The second group are the 
composite or artificial breeds and 
these include collies, dobermans, 
rottweilers- and a good many others. 
Many of these are combinations of as 
many as three or four or even five 
breeds. 

As to whether this is important to 
the average dog owner, there are 
varied opinions. Some maintain that 
it's all snobbery and that any true 
dog-lover will take a mixed breed as 
a matter of principle. Others main- 
tain a preference for one breed so 
strongly that they may have a succes- 
sion of dogs of the same breed 
throughout their lives. 

The truth is that it really doesn’t 
matter, since it is your dog and it is 
you who will live with it. The main 
factor to be considered is that if you 
have specific demands as to size, 
type, colour, coat type or tempera- 
ment, then you are probably better 
off buying a pu re-breed where you 
can expect to get more or less the dog 
you want. If this does not matter, 
then a mixed breed will do just as 
well. Although I have owned and 
loved a number of fine pedigreed 
dogs, I can also say that some of the 
nicest dogs I ever owned came from 
the SPCA and were of very mixed 
heritage indeed. 

But back to the Canaani. The best 
answer I can give is that of the late 
Prof. Menzel. “Not every stray dog 
is a Canaani and certainly not every 
Canaani is a stray!”

China computerizes 
- but not painlessly

PEKING (Reuler). - Early this year 
a foreign computer dealer is said to 
have hired a Boeing 747 cargo plane 
in London, filled it with IBM person* 
al computers and flown straight to 
Shanghai, where he had a buyer for 
every single one. 

The sfoty may be apocryphal, but 
it illustrates an important trend: 
while the Chinese are not about to 
give up their abacuses, they are 
taking to computers in a big way. 

In northwest Peking is China's 
own Silicon Valley, a road lined with 
scientific institutes involved in com- 
puter research, and a series of small 
shops, where China-assembled 
copies of IBM and Apple micro* 
computers are on sale. 

Meanwhile, state television seems 
to have a news item every night 
about how another part of the 
sprawling Chinese bureaucracy has 
computerized itself. 

fa 1984 and the first half of this 
year, China imported a Hood of 
computers, including anything up to 
100.000 IBM personal computers - 
ibe number varies depending on 
whom vou talk to. 


The flood has been stemmed by 
restrictions on foreign currency 
purchases imposed last March by the 
central government to help halt a 
sharp decline in China's foreign ex- 
change reserves. 

But the computers are now here, 
and China is slowly learning how to 
use them. It is not a’ painless process. 

Foreign computer executives tell 
horror stories about how computers 
bought during the recent "micro- 
computer glut" are said to be gather- 
ing dust irf offices all over China. 

One of the biggest problems the 
Chinese have with computers is their 
own written language, which con- 
sists of thousands of different char- 
acters. 

How to computerize this im- 
mensely complex writing system has 
occupied the attention of hundreds 
of engineers the world over in the 
past decade. There are now said to 
be over 200 different systems for 
computerizing Chinese in China 
alone. 

There is no sign yet of a standard 
emerging.

Supertankers steam 
towards last sunset 


TOKYO (Reuter). - The era of the 
supertanker is drawing to a close, 
ending a decade when giant ships 
carried huge cargoes of oil cheaply 
along (he world's sea lanes, but also 
raised fears of massive oil pollution. 

Already many supertankers - as 
long as the Eiffel Tower is tall and 
capable of fitting NO tennis courts 
along their decks - are sailing to- 
wards the breakers' yards. 

The growth of the supertanker 
was quick and dramatic. 

In 1952 Japanese yards were 
assembling 38.000 deadweight ton 
ships for The world oil industry, yet 
just 14 years later, in 1966, came the 
launch of the 209,000-fon Idemitsu 
Marti. 

Even she looked small alongside 
the 484,300-ton Nissei Mara, laun- 
ched in 1975 and one of the largest 
supertankers still operating. She 
plies between Japan and Saudia Ara- 
bia. one of a dwindling number of 
routes still economic for supertank- 
ers. 

The Nissei Maru is gigantic, the 
height of a 17-storey skyscraper. Her 
rudder alone is big enough to park 47 
family cars. 

The advantage of supertankers is 
that they can load massive cargoes, 
cutting the unit cost of each barrel of 
oil shipped. 

Their disadvantage is the threat of 
the awesome damage that would 
come from an accident. These' huge 


ships take a long rime to grind to a 
stop in an emergency, and environ- 
mental groups around the world ex- 
pressed concern about the increased 
odds of a major calamity. 

But now the threat of massive 
disasters is waning. 

The world needs less Middle East 
crude than it did. so shippers want 
smaller vessels with more energy- 
efficient engines and fewer crew- 
men. which can carry different types 
of oil from diverse destinations in 
smaller volumes. 

More oil fields are opening up 
around the world, such as in tbe 
North Sea and South America, in 
response to high oil prices. 

Japan' is diversifying its supplies 
and small, fast tankers are nibbling 
away the advantages of the tanker 
dinosaurs. 

The number of Middle East ports 
where supertankers could call was in 
any case always limited. 

Shippers say recent Suez Canal 
improvements make it attractive to 
send 70,000 to 150,000 deadweight 
ton tankers along the waterway to 
Europe, rather than use supertank- 
ers on the long route round South 
Africa. 

The change in tankers also reflects 
the changing oil business. Countries 
like Saudi Arabia and Kuwait refine 
their own oil, so less crude but more 
oil products are being shipped. 


David Krivine l ooks at ind ustrial exports 

Giving 
industry 
the push 
it needs 

INDUSTRIAL EXPORTS grew by 
9 per cent instead of the targeted 12 
per cent. Two questions can be 
asked: How did they manage to grow 
by as much as 9 per cent, an achieve- 
ment not to be sneezed at? And why 
did they not grow more? 

Rami Gutt, bead of the Export 
Institute, gives three reasons why 
they expanded as much as they did. 

One: the recession. Competitive 
pressures forced manufacturing firms 
to get rid of surplus labour (thus 
increasing unemployment); and 
salaries dropped, reducing wage 
bills. Productivity rose by 5 per cent. 

Two: the fall in the dollar. Israel's 
currency is dollar- linked, so sales to 
Europe (her biggest market) became 
more profitable. Three: the free- 
trade treaties with the European 
Common Market and more recently 
with the U.S. 

Why did not exports mushroom 
more? We took that question to 
Hezy Guttman, economic adviser to 
the Manufacturers Association. He 
gave three reasons also. The first 
affects the country's general indust- 
rial growth: the problem of interest 
rates. 

“Prices were frozen and interest 
rates slashed from 20 per cent a 
month to 5.5 or 6 per cent. As a first 
step that was alright, and initially it 
unproved the manufacturers' situa- 
tion. 

“But they dare not invest for the 
future. Now that prices are more or 
less stable, the borrower will have to 
make a profit in real terms of 5 per 
cent a month just to repay his loan, 
which is well nigh impossible. " 

“The Treasury has promised to 
reduce the cost of loans." Guttman 
points, however, to the qualifying 
phrase: “subject to the achievment 
of budgetary objectives." That 
evidently means that if the Cabinet 
succeeds in cutting $600m. off its 
budget, interest rates will be re- 
duced; if it doesn’t they won’t. 

So will loans be cheapened or 
won't they? You tell me, industrial- 
ists say. 

The second handicap to growth is 
the state of the capital market. The 
government appropriates to itself 90 
per cent of the funds available from 
the country's bondholders. Hither- 
to, it channelled part of the money to 
industry. On July 1 it stopped doing 
chat. 

Industrialists were given instead a 
grant equal to the subsidy element in 
government loans and told to do 
their borrowing in the open market. 
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“Where do we find the cash?" 
Guttman wants to know. “Big con- 
cerns like Clal Industries and Koor 
Industries have their own capital 
accumulation and possess their own 
banks: They can even borrow over- 
seas. 

“But most of the manufacturing 
sector can be described as capital- 
starved; and indeed indust rial in- 
vestment has dropped by 10 per cent 

this year. .. 

“Under the circumstances, tne 
government has decided to ease the 
ruling which compels pension funds 
to put nearly all their money m 
government bonds and will allow 
them to place J10Grn.-Sl50m. in 
securities issued by the Industrial 
Development Bank and other finan- 
cial institutions. 

“That should ease the situation, 
though not all the money made avail- 
able may find its way to industrial 
companies. Besides, the govern- 
ment’s developement loans to indus- 
try totalled 5250m . before they were 
halted. What we are offered now 
doesn’t compare." 

Third: inflation wreaked havoc 
with tax-collection from business 
firms. Now that prices are stabilized 
the Treasury wiU be collecting much 
more money (S40(lm. more from the 
production sector, according to esti- 
mates for 1986 ) - which is good news 
for all. but an added burden to the 
businesses concerned. 

Add to that the $75m. cut in 
exchange-rate guarantees. The con- 
clusion he draws is that with all the 
(temporary) respite on the wage 
front and other advantages, Israel's 
export sector has not exactly been 
given its head. 

Rami Gutt of the Export Institute 
agrees that industrial investment 
lags and needs stimulating straight- 
away, if foreign sales are to go on 
growing three or four years from 
now (since it takes time for a factory 
to be built). 

Meanwhile, however, there is 
spare productive capacity in existing 
plants which could be activated for 
export. He estimates the growth 
potential, as things are, at 20-25 per 
cent of export turnover. 

“Industrial exports come to $4.5b. 
The figure could be increased oy

another $lb. on the basis of existing 
production facilities, without new 
investment. 

“It has been calculated that every 
million dollars of gross exports pro- 
vides 25 jobs in Israel. Exploiting 
potentials to the full could yield 
25.000 new jobs. A figure not to be 
sneezed at in a time of unemploy- 
ment." 

How to give the extra push that 
would get exporters moving? Gutt 
has a suggestion. The weakness in 
our export drive was always market- 
ing. Yet the cost of financing 
marketing operations is prohibitive, 
because the government provides 
working capital at international in- 
terest rates for the production of 
exports, but not for the marketing of 
exports. 

“If special credits were supplied 
for marketing as well as for produc- 
tion and shipment, it would make a 
difference," Gutt maintains. 


Pledges to revive ailing economy 

Mexico appeals to IMF 


MEXICO cm’ (AP). - Two of 
Mexico’s top economic officials have 
told the. International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) in a letter released this 
weekend that the government in* 
tends to overcome recent setbacks 
and cure tbe ailing economy. 

Treasury Secretary Jesus Silva 
Herzog and Miguel Mancera, head 
of the Banco de Mexico, the central 
bank, spelled out the government’s 
economic plans in the letter. They 
also asked the IMF for a $300 million 
loan to help- rebuild from the 
September earthquakes. 

The officials said preliminary esti- 
mates placed the quake damage in . 
excess of $3 billion. More than 7 ,000 
people died in the quakes that hit 
hardest the centre of the capital. 

In addition to money from the 
IMF, the letter said Mexico was 
asking for $300 million from the

P Stock markets hit records in pre-Christmas spree 


LONDON (Reuter). - Leading 
stock markets seated fresh peaks 
yesterday as investors continued a 
buying spree which has lifted share 
values on the world’s major bourses 
to twice the level plumbed in the 
recession-hit gloom of 1981^82. 

Share price indices hit new highs 
in New York, Tokyo, Frankfurt, 
Zurich, Paris, Stockholm. Amster- 
dam and Madrid. 

Wall Street continued to lead the 
stampede, with the “bulls” pinning 
their hopes for higher stock prices on 
falling interest rates, a weaker dol- 
lar. waning oil prices and low infla- 
tion, all of which paint a rosy outlook 


for future company earnings. 

Signs that Washington may finally 
be making headway in bringing the 
burgeoning U.S. budget deficit 
under control have fuelled a trend 
which has catapulted Wall Street's 
leading stock indicator up by over 
200 points since September. 

Trading had barely got under way 
in Wall Street yesterday morning, 
before the Dow Jones Industrial 
Share Index pointed to a new record. 

It topped 1,550 just after midday, 
with many analysts expecting further 
gains. 

Wall Street’s strong finish on Fri- 
day acred as a locomotive for inves- ^ 


tors elsewhere, except in London', 
where worries about future o if prices 
and a sliding pound still dominated, 
leaving stock prices below the record 
highs reached earfier this month. . 

Union Carbide’s stock rose $1.75 
to $71.50, after the company broke a 
wee Ido ng silence and announced 
-measures to counter the hostile 
takeover attempt by G AF. 

Strong demand from foreign and 
domestic investors hoisted Swiss 
Bank Corp’s general share index to a 
record for the fifth business day 
running. It climbed to 608.9 points 
from Friday's 605.2, as bank and 
insurance shares led the market 
higher. 


In Paris, the 50-sbare Bourse In- 
dex rose 0.S per cent, to an all-time 
high of 257. Stock prices in Madrid 
rose in active trading to dose at a 
record 137.65 points. 

Dealers in Stockholm said falling 
oil prices, renewed optimism about 
Sweden’s economic prospects and 
declining domestic interest rates car- 
ried the Veckans Affarer All-Share 
Index to a new 1985 peak of 589.6. 

Encouraged by a further surge on 
Wall Street and the relative stability 
of the dollar, Dutch share prices also 
dosed higher across the board in 
Amsterdam. The All-Share Index 
rose 2.3 points, to 240.8, its highest 
level ever. 


Yigael Hurvitz comes out 
for lowering interest rates

HAIFA. - Minister without Port- 
folio Yigael Hurvitz last night ealte-H 
for the immediate lowering of in- 
terest rates, so as to get the economy 
moving again. 

'T know the catch that cheaper 
money may push demand up again,' 
but we must take that risk. We have 
stabilized wages and prices, but the 
productive sector is in great danger 
because of the impossible interest 
rates of 80 per cent and more. If the 
Bank of Israel and the Treasury 
continue with these rates, we will all 
be in terrible trouble," Hurvitz said. 

“We must renew economic 
growth immediately and employ all 
means to make people work again. 

We know how to do this but we need 
the motivation. Let’s not talk 
about unemployment, but let us start 


to create jobs, so that everybody can 
work and earn bis own way," he 
added. 

Hurvitz was speaking at a cere- 
mony for- 47 engineers who com- 
pleted a course in advanced tech- 
nological management, at the Uni- 
versity of Haifa’s extension division. 
He said the country is in need of 
properly trained managers all the 
way from the government down to 
the smallest production unit 

“There is still tremendous waste, 
and although education , welfare and 
health are all important, we most 
remember the Jewish saying that 
there is no Torah without bread, and 
we must produce the bread first. 
There is still plenty of scope for 
economies and greater efficiency. I 
do not advocate a spartan regime, 
but I do call for careful living,” the 
minister said.

DANBURY, Connecticut (AP). - Un- 
ion Carbide Corp, on Sunday re- 
jected a $4.3 billion takeover attempt 
by GAF Corp as inadequate and 
announced a series of defensive 
moves, including buying back some 
of its own shares. 

Union Carbide chairman Warm 
Anderson said the company's direc- 
tors had decided unanimously that 
the $68 per share offered by the 
Wayne, New Jersey, chemical com- 
pany was “grossly inadequate, high- 
ly conditional and of questionable 
legality.'* 

Carbide said ft is filing lawsuits 
a gains t GAF, charging violations of 
securities and anti-trust laws. 

Anderson said Union Carbide 
would soon offer to bny back as much 
as 35 per cent of its 70 million out- 
standing shares for a combination of 
cash and securities valued by its 
investment adviser at $85 per share. 

Despite hard times at Union Car- 
bide due to its recent restructuring 
and billions of dollars in legal claims 
arising from two major chemical 
leaks, Anderson said the company 
“feels we can handle this exchange 
offer and not impair our business at 

an/' 

GAJT’s acquisition of Carbide 
would be financed by high-risk, high- 
yield bonds, commonly referred to as 
“jnnk’* bonds, and Sl-Sb. in credit 
obtained from banks. To repay part 
or aD of the debt GAF plans to seD 
about half of Union Carbide’s assets. 

GAF, which has been accumulat- 
ing Carbide stock at least since mid- 
year at an average price of $51 per 
share launched its takeover bid on 
December 10, offering $68 per share 
for up to 80 per cent of Carbide's 
stock. 


Falls across the board

TEL AVIV. - Shares and bonds 
staged a broad retreat yesterday as 
the current bout of profit-taking 
deepened. The low November price 
index either failed to impress traders 
or. more likely, had been discounted 
in advance, so that the market fol- 
lowed the rale of “buy the rumour, 
sell the fact" 

The signal for the profit-taking 
came, as usual, from the investment- 
company sector and the allied in- 
dustrial investment sub-sector. 
These have proved themselves time 
and again as the leading indicators of 
chang es in the share market, and 
they are now leading the retreat as 
they led the rise. 

Except for the small mortgage 
bank group, which lost almost 5 per 
cent yesterday, the investment com- 
pany sector's loss of 2.5 per cent was 
the largest fall . It is worth noting that 
the investment company index rose 
over 50 per cent from its low in early 
November to its recent peak. 

The bond market was also in poor 
shape, although this was less surpris- 
ing, given the low inflation outlook 
and repeated government promises 
that no devaluation is in the offing. 
In fact, do Ilm-linked bonds were the 
only sector to increase its turnover, 
while the “arrangement” do liar- 
linked shares saw their volume 
shrink sharply. 

The Treasury bill sector also had a 
much lower volume. At less than $2 
milli on this is one of its lowest totals 
in recent months. 

Today, the weekly auctions of 
28-day and 56-day Treasury bills will 
be held, but are not expected to 
attract much interest.

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Shamir’s assault 

WHAT ON EARTH couid have induced the vice premier, 
Yitzhak Shamir, to launch his vituperative assaulton the prime 
minister. Shimon Peres, on the matter of autonomy, two days 
ago? Was this his way of beating a graceful retreat on his 
consistent demand for conciliation, rather than arbitration, on 
the disputed 700 square metres of coastal sand south of Eilat? 
Or was there something more to it? 

Mr. Shamir was due to meet with Mr. Peres last night, on 
which occasion Mr, Peres was, so it was believed, planning to 
tell Mr. Shamir what he had already stated in public: that, when 
the inner cabinet meets on.Taba, sometime next week, he will 
insist on approval of the tentative understanding reached by 
teams of top Israeli and Egyptian officials last week. Under that 
agreement, the two governments would have a brief stab at 
conciliation, to be followed at once with arbitration to deter- 
mine which state is the rightful owner of Taba. 

The payoff for Israel's concession on this point would be 
Egypt's full normalization of its relations with this country, 
including the return of the Egyptian ambassador to Tel Aviv. 

Since it is crystal dear that conciliation would, in the 
circumstances, be a mere foot-dragging device and not, as Mr. 
Shamir has argued, a contribution to the promotion of goodwill 
between Israel and Egypt, it would be extremely difficult for 
the Likud leader to persist in his opposition to arbitration. 
Indeed, this would only tend to confirm what has long and 
widely been suspected: that the Likud, and particularly its 
Herut faction, is fearful of norhing more than the prospect of a 
genuine peace with Egypt, as envisaged in the 1978 treaty. For. 
barring successful sabotage by the Arab rejectionists, it might 
accelerate movement towards the solution of the Palestinian 
problem. 

That, in turn, would inevitably focus attention on the future 
of the territories occupied by Israel in the Six-Day War. Mr. 
Shamir, having more-or-less resigned himself to an early 
removal of the Taba impediment, may thus be readying the 
next stumbling block to peace - where it matters most: on 
Israel's eastern front. 

In his address to the Herut central committee on Sunday. Mr. 
Shamir took violent exception to Mr. Peres’s factual statement 
last Friday, in his speech to the Labour Party's Jerusalem 
conference, that the “full autonomy” for the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and Gaza provided for in the Camp David 
“Framework of Peace” accord “has been shelved, and may 
now be dead.” To Mr. Shamir this signified an attempt by the 
premier to bury, without warrant, a solemn international 
obligation undertaken by Israel -and perhaps a desire to have a 
Palestinian state set up in the territories. He demanded an 
immediate retraction by Mr. Peres. 

There was something ineffably touching about Mr. Shamir's 
tender solicitude at this time for the welfare of the Camp David 
accord - Israel's single most important international agree- 
ment, he also termed it - in view of the fact that, along with a 
number of his Herut colleagues, he had lent a deaf ear to his 
leader Menachem Begin's appeal seven years ago for its 
endorsement by the Knesset. 

In the meantime, it would appear, Mr. Shamir has changed 
his mind about the usefulness of Camp David for the realization 
of He rut's supreme political goal: the extension of Israel's 
sovereignity, first de facto and ultimately de jure . over the 
territories. 

True, the idea of autonomy written into the Camp David 
accord was the reverse of Mr. Begin's original notion: not a 
permanent arrangement reviewable after a while, but a tran- 
sitional arrangement leading, in five years, to a negotiated 
agreement between Israel. Egypt, Jordan and the Palestinians 
on the “final status" of the territories. But it must have 
occurred to Mr. Shamir as it doubtless did to Mr. Begin, that 
there was nothing in the world to prevent him from screaming 
fealty to Camp David from the rooftops and at the same time 
proclaiming the “final status” to be already embodied in an 
Israel-style autonomy under Israel's aegis. 

The adoption of this approach by the Likud Leadership was 
not the only reason for the derailment of the autonomy talks, 
even before Egypt called them off formally, but it was reason 
enough. 

Now Mr. Shamir would apparently wish the autonomy plan, 
dead before it was even fleshed out, to be thrown across the 
path of diplomacy, in the hope that it will stall the march of 
peacemaking - and thus allow, slowly perhaps but inexorably, 
the complete assimilation of the mainly Arab-inhabited Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza into Israel's body politic. It would be 
surprising if he receives much cooperation from Mr. Peres and 
the Alignment, in the enactment of this scenario.

Tbe Labour leaders insist that, 
failing a cabinet accord, they will not 
be influenced by pollsters and pro- 
fessional image-builders who con- 
tend that Taba is not a convenient 
issue over which to break up the 
unity government.

one claim or the other. 

This approach, if eventually 
agreed upon, would be akin to 
“binding conciliation.” a process 
known in the business world but not 
common in international law.

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ANY BALANCE sheet of the re-

Five hours of private conversation 
cannot possibly alter the policies of a 
leader reared in the philosophy of 
Marxism-Leninism, which derides 
thesubjective" emphasis on perso- 
nalities and extols “objective” fac- 
tors like the balance of power and 
the state of the economy. When 
President Reagan was being charged 
with having mortgaged our relations 
with Moscow by his “evil empire" 
reference. I wrote that the Soviets 
choose when to be insulted. The 
Soviets also choose when to be 
charmed. 

Gorbachev’s attitude at Geneva 
reflected his needs. In so far as these 
were influenced by American ac- 
tions, credit should* be given to the 
president’s policy over five years, 
not his personal conduct over five 
hours. SfilJ. though Gorbachev mod- 
ified many of his previous demands 
at Geneva, it would be naive to 
believe that he abandoned his objec- 
tives. 

Upon his return to Moscow' he is 
likely to have stressed his “succes- 
ses:” for example, that having com- 
mitted the most conservative Amer- 
ican President in modern times to a 
relaxation of tensions, another sum- 
mit soon may generate irresistible 
U.S. domestic pressures for major 
concessions - especially in an elec- 
tion year that will determine control 
of the Senate. Gorbachev may count 
as well on the influence of U.S. allies 
facing elections of their own. several 
of whom dearly feel the need to 
stress their particular contributions 
to a relaxation of tensions - especial- 
ly in the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many. Precisely because Gorbachev 
may have faced the question of why 
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HENRY KISSINGER 

he brought home so little, he may 
well prove much more insistent next 
rime. 

In preparing for tbe next step in 
East-West relations. President 
Reagan should keep in mind that 
once before, after the Eisenhower- 
Khrushchev summit 30 years ago, a 
reliance on personality and cultural 
exchange and people-co-people 
programmes proved evanescent. Fif- 
teen months after Geneva, the 
Soviet army repressed the uprising in 
Hungary, and Khruschev threatened 
Britain and France with nuclear war 
over the Suez crisis. 

This is in part a philosophical 
problem. Until well into the post- 
war period America did oot have to 
concern itself with the balance of 
power, for it was by itself tbe balance 
of power. It could afford to classify 
nations as either friend to be treated 
with goodwill or foe to be confronted 
with unremitting hostility. 

BUT THE nuclear age allows no 
simple classification. The Soviet Un- 
ion’s ideological hostility has im- 
posed the need for deterrence, while 
the cataclysmic nature of nuclear 
war imposes the necessity of coexist- 
ence. Americans have sought to 
escape from this seeming contradic- 
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snuggle between good and evil. The 
former group is uncomfortable with 
the balance of power; the latter is ill 
at ease with tactical accommoda- 
tions . The advocates for diplomacy 
stress the need for negotiable prop- 
osals. The opposite school of 
thought equates negotiation with 
moral abdication; the mere fact of 
some Soviet benefit is enough for it 
to condemn any negotiation. Clearly 
if America can propose only what 
the Soviets have declared accept- 
able. the agenda of diplomacy will be 
dictated by its adversaries, and the 
best terms attainable will be mod- 
ifications of Soviet proposals; agree- 
ment becomes an end in itself. 

But it is also true that no negoti- 
ated agreement between sovereign 
states will last unless it provides 
gains for both sides. While both 
attitudes exist in all departments and 
agencies, the diplomatic coexistence 
school dominates tbe State Depart- 
ment, and the more confrontational 
approach broadly prevails in the De- 
fence Department. 

The president’s biggest problem is 
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to explain what it means by strategic 
defence. Does it seek a defence of 
retaliatory forces; a protection 
against accidental war: a defence of 
the population against less than aU- 
out, largely blackmailing threats; or 
a defence against a massive assault?

Gorbachev has indicated that 
any reduction of offensive forces 
depends on an American abandon- 
ment of space-based defence.

Confining strategic.defence to 
research and a linear numerical re- 
duction of offensive forces are both 
evasions. The former postpones the 
issue of strategic defence into 
another administration, facing diffe- 
rent circumstances. But if the most 
popular president in 50 years could 
not manage to implement his de- 
clared policy, it is grotesque to ex- 
pect his successor to overcome the 
obstacles. 

At the same time reduction of 
offensive weapons in the absence of 
defence would not necessarily re- 
duce the danger of either mass exter- 
mination or tbe threat of surprise 
attack. It may even enhance these 
dangers. 

A comprehensive re-examination 
and revision of reduction schemes is 
therefore imperative. Similarly, the 
U.S. Administration owes it to itself 


cause so much of the controversy has 
focused on the meaning of treaties 
negotiated in a different technolo- 
gical and political context - the Anti- 
Ballistic Missile treaty of 1972 and 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Trea- 
ty of 1979. My objection is not to 
argue the treaties, the first of which I 
helped negotiate. 

My major concern is twofold: the 
psychological impact on the Soviets 
of the U.S. clinging to a treaty it has 
refused to ratify, that it accuses its 
adversary of violating and which in 
its own terms expires at tbe end of 
this year. Even more important, we 
are being forced by this legal exege- 
sis mto “maintaining a technology 
which freezes us into the strategy of 
civilian extermination that, unless 
overcome, will drive the democra- 
cies into pacifism. 

THE CORRECT approach would 
be to start at tbe other end, ro ask 
what more stable military environ- 
ment would be desirable and to 
modify existing arrangements to 
achieve the maximal reduction of the 
threat to populations and strategic 
forces. It would soon become appa- 
rent that this objective would re- 
quire some defence coupled with a 
radical recasting of existing 
weapons, for example, by banning 
multiple warheads, dramatically re- 
ducing their throw-weight, or mak- 
ing land-based missiles mobile as tbe 
Scowcroft Commission recom- 
mended. 

As offensive weapons are 
changed and reduced, the level of 


defence can be reduced prop- 
ortionately, though to ban defence 
altogether, as in effect the Soviets 
propose, is either a programme for 
nuclear blackmail or for empty 
psychological agreements. 

In his UN speech . Reagan stressed 
the need for a political dialogue with 
tbe Soviets. And the summit com- 
munique indeed promised increased 
political consultation. But as in arms 
control, a great deal depends on the 
substance. 

There is something to be (earned * 
here from the Chinese method of 
negotiation. China, while seeking 
improved relations with the Soviets, 
has made clear what it considers the 
three obstacles to this goal: Afgha- 
nistan; Kampuchea (Cambodia)and 
Soviet troop concentrations on the 
Chinese border. It has made prog- 
ress on these “obstacles" a condition ****** 
for improved relations. In other 
words the Chinese ask for substance : 
not procedure. By the same token. 

America and its allies will be in 
diplomatic quicksand until they de- 
velop a concrete definition of what 
they consider the political obstacles 
to improving East- West relations. 

European leaders, obsessed with * 
progress in U.S- -Soviet relations 
seem blinded to the fact that 
rhetoric of the East-West dialogue is — ' 
eroding the conceptual basis of Nato 
strategy. As the superpowers affirm 
that “nuclear war cannot be won and 
must not be fought," they raise 
havoc with a defence policy predi- 
cated on the threat of the early use of 
nuclear weapons and indeed incon- 
ceivable without it. 

If Nato wants to avoid paralysis 
later on, it must accelerate the build- 
ing up of its conventional forces, 
dtfficult.as this will be in a climate of : 
relaxed tensions. ' * 

Tbe Reagan Administration has 
reached a point where a diplomatic 
breakthrough is conceivable. Its own 
steadfastness and the internal con- 
tradictions of the Soviet system have 
created conditions where the 
Soviet’s need for a respite and — - - 
America's desire for a relaxation of _ 
tensions merge.
